Asphalt Company and he was working 
uith the gang of men paving the local 
streets! for thai concern yesterday 
when arrested. 
The accused Mexican 


denies that he is guilty of the charge, 
but his statements are entirely dis- 
credited by the police. 


On his bed at tho 
County 
Hos- 


pital Juan Roderiquez made the fol- 
lowing statement yesterday to District 
Attorney Moran: 
"Yesterday after- 


noon about r. o'clock I had six glasses 
of beer and this man, Aurelio Sabedia, 
kicked me. We have a cabin back of 
the Tuscano Hotel and the man who 
stubbed me said come on and go to 
-lc-ei>. And I refused; then he stabbed 
mo. 
Nobody saw 
the- 
affray 
and 


Sabedia ran down the alley. 


"The police found me there. I told 


the police that I had never been in 
trobulc before; that I was stabbed 
without any cause; that I was not 
drunk, and that Sabedia was also not 
intoxicated; that he stabbed me with- 
out the least provocation—just be- 
cause I would not go 10 tied when he 
wanted me to."

From Donizetti to Schubert is a far 
cry. and from Victor Herbert to Von 
Weber is equally far, the American 
composer and Gounod is another skip.

splendidly rendered. 


Tobin was in much better voice 


than on the occasion of his first con- 
cert. 
He was at himself 
and 
the 
great advancement he has made in 
his art was apparent to all. 
Encores 


were the rule and not the exception 
;it the opera house. 
"Tardi Si Fa," 
from "Faust" was 
the fir»t number and served to wear 
ofC the slight nervousness of the duet- 
tists, Tobin and Miss Hickey. 
Then 


came the Donizetti number, 
which 


was splendidly done by the tenor. H<3 
received an ovation, and deserved It. 
Notable in this number was Tobin's 
control 
over 
dynamics. From 
the 


smallest pianissimo to the full vigor 
r>L hid voice he 
handled 
the 
lyric 


phrases of "Una Furtiva Lagrima" 
like an artist. 
His voice showed a 


power that was absent at his first 
concert and gives evidence of what 
Tobin can achieve in the next three 
years with diligent study and faithful 
work. 
He should make an artist of 


himself that will be a credit to his 
native state, even as others have done. 


Fulsome praise is obnoxious to To- 


bin, 
who knows best what a thorny 


road it is which leads to Parnassus. 
He ha." not yet arrived at the full- 
ness of his possibilities, but he is well 
on the road in glorious company. 


Th-j trio from "Faust" was splen- 


didly given by Miss Hickey, Tobin and 
J. B. O'Sullivan. 
It took the large 


audience off their feet and was one of 
the most enjoyable numbers on the 
program me. 


Mention should be made of Tobin's 


rendition of the old English classic, 
"Drink to Me Only With Thine Eyes." 
the simple, suave melody of which 
was rendered by Tobin with ineffable 
charm. 


"By the Sea," that somber Schubert 


song, was supurb and so were th£ 
other Schubert numbers. 


It were unfair to forget the accom- 


pnniest, W. E. Corris, without whose 
'skilled and tempermcntal work on the 
programme there could have been no 
success. 
Mo:Jt of the music was mod- 


ern and the piano parts were no less 
than the melody and words a part of 
the compositions. So skillfully were 
these parts played that it is' likely 
fow observed where accompaniment 
and song were welded ;nto a perfect 
whole. 
Corris is a great acquisition 
to Reno's music circles.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


What Constitutes a Valid Mining Location? 


N 


OTWITHSTANDING there is a generally 


understood rule that applies to the loca- 


tion of mines in Nevada, very few have gone 
into the subject carefully enough to explain just 
what constitutes a flawless mining location. 
For 


this reason we believe readers of the Journal will 


be interested in the following from the pen of 
Alt" Chartz, one of the leaders of the Nevada 
bar:: 


The discovery of ore bearing gold, silver and 


other minerals is the source of the miner's title, 
and no valid location can be made without such 
discovery, and must precede the location, or be 
made in advance of any intervening right, and 
priority of discovery gives priority of rig'ht over 
a location made without a discovery. 
Lindley 


on Mines. Sec. 335. 


The foregoing 
pre-requishes began about 


the time mining for precious metals began, and 
have been universally recognized in all civilized 
countries. 


Discovery is made the source of title, and de- 


velopment, or working, the condition of the con- 
tinuance of that act. 


Discoveries of detached pieces 
of 
quartz, 


mere bunches, or float, is not sufficient. 
The 


size or richness of the vein is immaterial, but 
the discovery must be of rock in place. 
I am 


stealing _from the law books. 


Lindley on Mines says 


Judge Hawlc\'s definition seems to answer all 


practical purposes: 
"When the locator finds 


rock in place containing mineral he has made 
a discovery within the meaning of the statute, 
whether the rock is poor or rich, whether it as- 
says high or low. 
It is the finding of the min- 


eral in the rock in place, as distinguished from 
float rock, thai constitutes the discovery and war- 
rants the prospector in making a location of r 
mining claim." 


Indications of the existence of a thing is not 


the thing itself. 
So, a location made in the hope 


of finding some ore in it at some time is worth-! 
less, unless the hope should be realized before 
some one else makes a discovery. 


The States cannot relieve locators from any' 


of the foregoing obligations, but can add fur- 
ther burdens. Nevada has added to the burden as 
follows: 
"Before the expiration of ninety days 


from the posting of such notice upon the claim 
the locator must sink a discovery shaft upon the 
claim located to the depth of at least ten 
feet 


from the lowest part of the rim of the shaft at the 
surface, or deeper if necessary to show by suchf. 
work a lode deposit of mineral in place." 
It is' 


further provided that a cut or crosscut or tun- 
nel which cuts the lode at the depth of ten feet.-'- 
or an open cut along the ledge or lode equivalent} 
in size to a shaft four feet by six feet by ten feet 
deep, is equivalent to a discovery shaft. 


Jl will be observed throughout the obligations 


imposed by Nevada that no attempt is made to 
relieve the locator of the conditions imposed by 
the L nitcd States with reference to the source 
of his title., i. c.. that he must first make a dis- 
covery of rock in place bearing the noble anil 
other, or other, metals. 


The discovery work imposed by Nevada need 


not be made at the point of location, but such 
/discovery work must reveal rock in place, 
[f 


such discovery work fails to reveal rock in place, 


jot" the kind of rock described by Judge Hawley, 
jat least, the claim is subject to location, at any 
time within the ninety days or later, and the 
person first making the discovery will be the per- 
json who obtains the first right against the United 
States, and first entitled to prosecute a 
suit 


[against the government for its patent. 
An ap- 


plication for patent is a suit. 


If I have correctly stated the law, I believe 


that a general understanding of the same would 
redound to the general law. 


With reference to the question as to whether 


the discovery work can be applied on the assess- 
ment work, Mr. Lindley fail to answer it, and 
1 have no authorities in mind to cite. 
It seems 


to be an additional burden imposed by the State. 
The State has no right to limit the time within 
which assessment work shall be performed. 
J 


therefore of the opinion that the discovery 


work cannot be applied on the assessment work. 
Yet, with the very liberal allowances made by 
(the general government, it might be allowed, 
strictlx construed, it would not be allowed. 


I'rnlcr the foregoing statements, if correct, 


.vhat constitutes the act of "jumping" a mining 
claim? 
A mining claim reverts to the govern- 


ment the very moment that a locator fails to 
'make good," and fails to perform the conditions 
prescribed by law for him to 1>e perforated to 
initiate his right, and is subject to location the 
•same as though no location had ever been or 
ever been attempted to have been made. 
So. 


it is not jumping a claim to make a location of 
he same after the land has reverted to the gov- 
rnmeiH. 
Therefore, the jumping of a mining 


laim is the location of, and taking possession of 
mining claim already located and still existing 


is a valid location. 


1 do not personally know that it is the fact 


>ut I am quite generally informed that it is the 
fact within recent years, it has been common 
for locators to make from sixty to one hundred 


>r more locations of mining claims in one day. 
and accomplishing the marvelous feat of "doing" 
location work on the same \\ith two or three men 
n four or five da\s. That they "do" such work 
m the 
soft 
parts of 
the claim, paying 
no 


attention to the ledge or discoveries—just do- 
ing enough to enable hard consciences to swear 
that the work was done. 
Miners and prospect- 


ors make fifty or more locations in a day, and 
hold a meeting and resolve that there'shall be 
no jumping permitted in the camp, and carry out 
their resolutions by powder and shot on the 
field and purjury in court. 
They "stand pat." 


From the foregoing facts, a loud demand is be- 
ing made for a revision of our mining laws, with 
reference to the number of locations any one 
>hould be permitted to make. 
While not op- 


posing such amendment, T do not consider it 
necessary, unless we should rind ourselves ut- 
terly unable to execute 
the law 
as it now 


stands. 
With fearless and honest men on the 


bench, we can execute the law requiring a dis- 
covery before a location can be made, and re- 
quiring the fulfillment of every other pre-requis- 
itc to the making of a valid location, and with 
the same kind of people in the executive chair 
we can protect legitimate locators in their loca- 
tions, even though we have to call upon the 
power of the United States to do so.
